It Has a Baptist Chared With Methodic 


Preaching Every Month - Observations 


of a Coshoctoa Couaty'Maa. 


Tbe following letter from T. J 


Cook, of Plalntteld, will be read with 
interest by the general public as wel 
as by his many friends in Coshocton 
county: 


"At a humble distance from olc 


Coshocton I tronble you with a line 
I reached Basin, Wyoming, Dec/ 18 
It is the county seat of Bix Hor 
county on the west side of tbe Bi 
Horn river. It has an altitude^ f 3,80 
feet and is right-up among the stars 
How they do twinkle at night. 
county contains 10,500 square mile 
aacl lias over 300 townships, whil 
there are but 35 schools in operation 
The population is but 4,500. 


"There is plenty of snow, on th 


mountains, but none on the plains 
The mercury touched zero this morn 
ing, but the atmosphere Is dry and i 
is not cold. Yon see men standing in 
squads on street corners, as tbougl 
winter is rJot yet" Here. ' T h e siih 
shines bright and clear all day. Then 
is little sicsness, and everyone you 
meet 
looks 
hale 
and. 
hearty 


•ihere is much hospitality where 
ever you go. Pipes are laid fo 
a waterworks "system, and Uncle 
Sam was kind enough-to donate a 
public"square containing '10 "acres 
Brick walls are up ready for the roof 
of the new jail, 50x40x14. 
We have 


two hotels, two general stores, one 
drug store, three saloons, one book 
and news store, one doctor with room 
for another. A bright, keen young 
physician would be 
very welcome 


here. We have one Baptist church 
with Methodist preaching once 
month, cine Sunday school and one 
day school. 


"The commerce of Basin consists of 


oats, bay, eggs and poultry, while 
there are 200,000 sheep in the coun- 
try. J have not learned how many 
horses and cattle but there are plenty 
of them and all in good order. Very 
:ittle 
feeding 
is ,done 
yet 
we 


ook eastward 30 or 40 miles and be- 
hold the snow capped Big-Horn range, 
and north 60 miles' to the Pryor Gap 
range, southwest 75 miles away the 
Wind river range looms up. 


"This [s truly a beautiful county. 


All that is needed to make this great 
valley blossom and bloom as a garden 
s water. The land , is ,wonderfully 
productive. Six to eight tons ef hay 
;o the acre is the crop per season of 
uree mowings, while oatsis GO to 100 
jusbels per acre and as high- as COO 
bushels of potatoes have been raised 
on the same space. I am told they 
produce 
potatoes that weigh six 


>bunds per tuber.;i 
"I am greeted everywhere a» coro- 
ng from the Mother of Presidents. 
They think well of Hon. Mark Hanna 
and they are only too glad to trust 
President McKinley. Democrats are 
scarcer than-Indians, and-the watch 
word of the people is expansion, civil- 
nation and enlightenment. —' 
"There is room in this great valley 
or 500,000 more people and they will 
he welcome. But T weary you. Send 
ne Trie AGE."

have been connected up and arc,being 
pumped. 
Three tanks have .been 


ouilt, the largest with a capacity 
of 250 barrels.

The consensus of opin- 
ion is that it is top-heavy, involving 
too many governments, assemblies, 
executives and. other unnecessary of- 
ficials. Moreover, it is believed that 
such a scheme a-s is. proposed would 
mean an enormous expense. The feel- 
ing is that great confusion would in- 
evitably follow the adoption of feder- 
alism.

Whim Benjamin Franklin embarked ou 


the Journalistic sea. the title "the edi- 
tor" wts not a generic term. Mail mat- 
ter so aMrewed reached the * office ot 
The Peuanylvatiia Gazette with such 
promptness a* was considered posthaste- 
tn those day*. Franklin was not only the 
editor; but also foreman, typesetter and 
the genius that »que««ed philosophy into 
plain black and white on his' primitive 
hand press. 
In the course of time 


"Vox Popull," -"Constant Header" and 
"An Old Inhabitant" obtruded theui- 
atlre*/ and with their assistance The 
Pennsylvania .Gazette began.to tshake off 
Franklin's individuality. 


There is not historic verification for 


the statement, but it is assumed that 
this period marked the inception of the 
associate or acaintant editor. 
As time 


wore on views expanded, and the ve.,t 
pocket newspaper kept pace, widening 
its utility from.that of a .mere purveyor 
of thought to a domestic necessity when 
window saihei warped. Meanwhile the 
assistant editor was given an assistant, 
and the "departments" began to assume 
definite characters. 


The occasion had not really arisen, but 


there came a titular revision, and; in: the 
distribution of designations the general- 
ity of "associate" was dropped, that func- 
tionary either in the singular or plutal 
being known* a* the genius presiding over 
somt ot the departments. As a matter 
of fact,. however, it was usually more 
than one, but the telegraph editor, the 
city editor, the financial editor and the 
like came forth iu a procession of evolu 
tion. The literary, art, dramatic and sci- 
ence departments appeared simultane- 
ously, and then, a "long felt want" having 
been dincovered for the farmer, the, agi i- 
cultural department became a necessity. 
Its guiding head most be a student of 
cause as well as of effect. He must know 
the weight of a potato at each stage of 
its development and tell whether a ioo&t- 
er or a hen will "hatch from an ess bj 
holding it to the-sunlight. This is a de- 
partment largely to itself and, as nature 
is constant, is less subject to change than 
some of the later'editorial creations. 


The universalizing of athletics occa- 


sioned a noticeable, gap in the then well 
recruited "staff," for- that is wiiat the 
composite editor became in the expansion 
process. A (.porting editor was as umeh 
of a crying need -an any other of the spe- 
cialirts. He must; bo an encyclopedia of 
athletics, wear a diamond anil smoke per- 
fectos. but the "tough talk" <Jf some of 
the fraternity is an affectation and uot a 
qualification. In his department there is 
another colony of "sobs," including PS- 
p«rts on baseball horse racing, cricket 
and the indoor sports. Golf, is a recent 
addition and demands a man fluent in 
curious words and Inclined toward pe- 
destrianism. 
Another requisite is bis- 


ability to find his way home after a day's 
unnerving excitement on the links. 


These are all more or less fixtures on a 


well equipped staff. 
If any one of the 


sporting editon is in danger of finding 
himvelf without bis familiar occupation 
in the conrs* of years, he is the horse 
editor, whose idolized equine may some 
day drift into thfe zoo among other rare 
beasts. But the horse editor's sua has 
not set hopelessly since the automobile 
has come into vogue. He can just as 
well become the: horseless editor arid 'be 
more: modern than any of his confreres. 


But even to contemplate it, the spec- 


tacle would be the most distressful of nil 
the changes of journalism. 
The very 


thought of a horse editor, hit nose keen 
to the scent of blooded trotteis, reporting 
an automobile race amid the noxious 
odors of gasoline excites pity.
